Washington, Aug. 28.—Dr. Silva, the 


Colombian minister, has received an, 
official mail from Bogota containing 
information tending to confirm recent 
telegraph advices indicating that the 
danger of war between Colombia and 
Venezuela is growing less. His letters 
inform him that the Colombian gov- 
ernment has received the .most posi- 
tive assurance from the, governments 
of Nicaragua and Ecuador that, in the 
event of a conflict between Colombia 
and Venezuela, they will remain abso- 
lutely neutral. Dr. Silva's mail also 
indicates that "there"has been" an im- 
provement in the situation in Colom- 
bia, giving details of a complete defeat 
of a band of 2,500 Insurgents under 
General Marin, at the town of Ana- 
poyma. 


These insurgents had previously oc- 


cupied the town of Giradot, on the 
MegiJalena river, which is small, but, 
important, being the terminus of the 
railroad from Bogota. The additional 
Information is given that .10,000 men 
under General Gonzales Valencia are

and proposes to go to work for from 
one to three weeks at regular wages, 
but with a goodly sized bonus attach- 
ed. 
His position seldom lasts more
